Development 
gets go-ahead 


Iconic.’ Committee 
recommends approval of 
height, design, plans for 
22nd Commerce Square 


The development that could 
transform an entire block in 
downtown Halifax has been 
endorsed by the city’s Design 
Review Committee. 

The committee accepted a 
mostly positive report on 22nd 
Commerce Square Thursday 
night, even rejecting the only 
two conditions suggested by 
city staff. 

“This is a veiy complex 
proposal. I think it’s an iconic 
opportunity,” said committee 
member Louis Lemoine. 

The staff report recom¬ 
mended approval of the mixed- 
use development bordered by 
Duke, Hollis, George and Gran¬ 
ville streets. 

The two conditions ad¬ 
dressed proposed changes to 
the Champlain building at the 
comer of Duke and Hollis and 
the Bank of Commerce Build¬ 
ing at George and Granville — 


both heritage buildings. 

After a presentation from 
Lydon Lynch architect Eugene 
Pieczonlca, the committee 
agreed the alterations repre¬ 
sented a “reasonable change 
to improve (the buildings’) 
functional and economic viabil¬ 
ity,” as stated in HRM’s Design 
Manual. 

There was some debate over 
the bonus height of 85 metres, 
well above the HRM by Design 
maximum of 49 metres. 

Some committee members 
felt preserving the facades of 
four heritage buildings on the 
block constituted “demolition” 
of the buildings, therefore ex¬ 
cluding the development from 
eligibility for bonus height. 

“The heritage space is also 
the inside of the building,” said 
committee chair Ramzi Kawar. 
“What you’re preserving is also 
the experience inside, not just 
outside.” 

Ultimately, the committee 
voted to allow the bonus height 
based on the public benefits 
offered by the developer. Its 
recommendation now goes to 
regional council for a final deci¬ 
sion.

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Stormy 

weather. 

When the 
rains stop, 
expect the 
snow to drop 

A snowy weekend is in the 
forecast for Halifax and 
the rest of the province 
after what is expected to 
be a rainy end to the work 
week. 

Weather Network me¬ 
teorologist Dayna Vettese 
says it looks like there will 
be about 10 centimetres 
of snow for the Halifax 
area starting at noon on 
Saturday and ending mid¬ 
morning Sunday. 

“The further east and 
north you go in the prov¬ 
ince, the more snow you’ll 
get,” she said. “Anywhere 
from 10 to 15 centimetres.” 

Although the rain will 
stop Friday afternoon, the 
wind will carry into Satur¬ 
day when it begins to snow, 
making it feel like there’s 
one storm ongoing for the 
entire weekend. 

“The first storm will 
come to end Friday night 
and the second round will 
begin around noon Satur¬ 
day,” said Vettese. “The two 
storms are related, associ¬ 
ated with the same energy.” 

Vettese advises people to 
keep drains clear of snow 
and bring in any loose 
objects that could blow 
around. 

“Shovel in bits and 
pieces, because it looks like 
a whole weekend duration 
with both storms coming 
one after the other.” 

Environment Canada has 
issued a weather statement 
saying a significant amount 
of snow and high winds are 
possible from the Saturday

A 46-year-old Halifax man who 
works with children appeared 
in provincial court Thursday on 
child pornography charges. 
Robert William Harris was 


arrested after members of the 
integrated Internet Child Ex¬ 
ploitation (ICE) unit searched a 
home in the 6100 block of Allan 
Street in Halifax on Thursday 
morning. Officers seized com¬ 
puter equipment at the house. 

Harris is charged with mak¬ 
ing available child pornog¬ 
raphy, accessing child pornog¬ 
raphy and possession of child 
pornography. 

Metro has learned Harris is 
a musical therapist who special¬ 
izes in working with people, 
including children, who suffer 
from autism and mental and 
physical disabilities. 

Halifax Regional Police 


spokesperson Const. Pierre 
Bourdages couldn’t confirm 
Harris’ employment, but noted 
that “in this case, this individ¬ 
ual was brought in front of a 
judge so a judge can assess the 
circumstances surrounding this 
individual and his employment 
and determine what condition 
he should be put under.” 

Harris was kept in custody 
until a brief appearance in 
court Thursday. He kept his 
head down throughout the 
hearing, which lasted about 
two minutes. 

Bourdages couldn’t provide 
details on what led investiga¬ 
tors to search the Allan Street

“It was part of the normal 
checks we conduct regularly on 
the Internet,” he said. 

Bourdages said there’s no 
indication that any local chil¬ 
dren were involved in the ma¬ 
terial seized during the search, 
though he added it takes time 
to analyze all the information.

A Dartmouth man has pleaded 
guilty to second-degree mur¬ 
der in the death of his girl¬ 
friend, Tara Lynn Park, who 
was found dead in the stairwell 
of an apartment last June. 

Crown attorney Eric Tay¬ 
lor confirmed that the guilty 
plea was made by Christo¬ 
pher Kenneth Hutchinson at 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court in 
Halifax on Thursday morning. 


Investigation 


During questioning by in¬ 
vestigators on June 3, police 
also alleged that Christopher 
Hutchinson attacked police 
officers and damaged equip¬ 
ment in the interview room. 


Taylor said they came to court 
to have the trial switched 
to judge only, but then the 
guilty plea was issued by the 
accused. 

“We had heard that is what 
he was planning to do ... we 
just didn’t know when it 
would be,” Taylor said. 

Park was found in a stair¬ 
well of the apartment at 117 Al- 
bro Lake Rd. in Dartmouth on 
June 1 after police responded 
to reports of a commotion in 
the building. An autopsy de¬ 
termined she was stabbed to 
death, and police say Hutchin¬ 
son became a person of inter¬ 
est early on. He was arrested 
and charged two days later. 

Police said Park and Hut¬ 
chinson were boyfriend and 
girlfriend, and referred to the 
murder as a domestic dispute. 
With the guilty plea, Hutchin¬ 
son gets an automatic life in 
prison sentence. His parole eli¬ 
gibility, which can range from 
10 to 25 years, will be deter¬ 
mined at a sentencing hearing 
on March 20.

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Proposed faith-based 
law school under scrutiny 


No room for prejudice. 

University’s policy 
prohibiting same-sex 
intimacy comes under 
fire from Nova Scotia 
law community 


Lawyers and legal experts 
urged Nova Scotia’s bar soci¬ 
ety to deny accreditation to a 
proposed law school in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, arguing that 
the university’s policy that 
prohibits same-sex intimacy 
is discriminatoiy. 

More than two dozen 
people went before the 
Nova Scotia Barristers’ So¬ 
ciety on Thursday to make 
submissions on whether it 
should recognize degrees 
from Trinity Western Uni¬ 
versity in Langley, B.C., a 
faith-based institution that 
wants to open a law school 


in 2016. 

The majority strongly 
condemned the univer¬ 
sity’s prohibition of intim¬ 
acy and marriages between 
same-sex couples, which is 
spelled out in its covenant 
that says “sexual intimacy 
is reserved for marriage 
between one man and one 
woman.” 

Elaine Craig, a faculty 
member at the Schulich 
School of Law at Dalhousie 
University, told the society 
panel that endorsing the 
institution would amount 
to sanctioning “blatant and 
explicit discrimination” 
and is not consistent with 
Charter values. 

Craig called on the panel 
to refuse to grant the ac¬ 
creditation, adding that 
when she came out as gay in 
her first year of law school 
at Dalhousie she was ac¬ 
cepted and didn’t have to 
hide her sexual orientation.

Province 
to improve 
workplace 
safety 

The Nova Scotia government 
is adding 12 positions to its 
occupational health and safe¬ 
ty division that it says will 
align with recommendations 
from the province’s former 
auditor general. 

In his fall report, Jacques La¬ 
pointe said Labour Department 
inspectors needed to do a better 
job of following up after identi¬ 
fying safety issues. Lapointe 
said only a small fraction of 
employers in Nova Scotia were 
given tickets for safety viola¬ 
tions over a one-year period, 
despite missing deadlines. 

Labour Minister Kelly Re¬ 
gan says the 12 positions are 
in addition to five new safety 
inspectors announced last year 
and will focus on education, en¬ 
forcement and compliance in 
the workplace. 

The number of workplace 
fatalities from traumatic injur¬ 
ies in Nova Scotia jumped to 10 
in 2012-13, up from six during 
the same period a year earlier.

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Animal welfare. Another 
Danish zoo considers 
killing healthy giraffe 


Death threats sent to Copen¬ 
hagen Zoo, which last weekend 
killed a healthy giraffe named 
Marius and fed it to lions in 
front of a young audience, have 
not deterred another Danish 
zoo from the same course of 
action. 

Jyllands Park Zoo is seek¬ 
ing a female giraffe that would 
replace one of its two males, 
a seven-year-old, also named 
Marius. The zoo claims the 
animal could not stay without 
threatening the breeding pro¬ 
gramme, and would be difficult 
to re-house. 

“If we are told we have 
to euthanize (the giraffe) we 
would of course do that,” Jyl¬ 
lands Park zoolceeper Janni 
Lojtved Poulsen told Denmark’s 
TV2, adding that she was “com¬ 
pletely behind” Copenhagen 
Zoo’s decision. 

An online petition demand¬ 



ing Jyllands Park “transfer 
(Marius) to alternative accom¬ 
modation and spare his life” 
reached 4,000 signatures in a 
matter of hours. A spokesman 
for animal welfare group PETA 
gave support for the campaign: 
“Zoos keep animals on display 
like living museum exhibits 
and dispose of them when they 
become inconvenient.”

Canada's hockey obsession

Dr. Janice Forsyth, director 
of the International Centre for 
Olympic Studies at Western 
University, said the non-NHL 
athletes need more support, at 
least for the 17 days of the So¬ 
chi Games. 

“This intensive focus that 
we have on hockey is under¬ 
standable from a cultural point 
of view, but I think the media 
isn’t doing our athletes in our 
sport system any favours by not 
giving the other athletes their 
due attention,” Forsyth said. 

Forsyth said even though 
the women’s hockey coverage 
has improved, it has nowhere 
near the same interest as the 
men. “In Canada, there is just 
that intensive focus that we 
have on hockey — and it’s 
mostly around men’s hockey, 
let’s face it. It’s really challen¬ 
ging when you don’t see the 
other athletes getting as much 
attention,” she said. 

Forsyth said the focus on 
men’s hockey is a “detriment 
to the other sports.” 

There is more balanced 
coverage of all athletes in Que¬ 
bec, she said. 

“We could actually learn a 
lesson from Quebec because 
they really do hold up their 
athletes as role models, and not 
just the hockey players,” she 
said. “They’ve got a really good 
funding base in the province, 
they’ve got good opportunities 
for sponsors — of course cor¬ 
porate sponsors step up to the 
plate — and media is veiy sup¬ 
portive of all of the athletes.”

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin on Thursday wished 
Egypt’s military chief victoiy 
in the nation’s presidential 
vote, even though he has 
yet to announce his bid — a 
strong endorsement signal¬ 
ling Moscow’s desire to ex¬ 
pand its militaiy and other 
ties with a key U.S. ally in the 
Middle East. 

Putin appeared to be cap¬ 
italizing on a growing move 
by Gulf nations — particu¬ 
larly Saudi Arabia — to move 
the Middle East off its trad¬ 
itional reliance on the United 
States. 

Egyptian Field Marshal 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi’s visit to 


Moscow comes amid reports 
of a $2 billion Egyptian arms 
deal with Russia to be funded 
mainly by Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates, 
which is part of Egypt’s shift 
to reduce reliance on the 
United States. 

“The United States’ influ¬ 
ence is steadily waning in 
the region for several years,” 
said Gamal Abdel-Gawad, a 
political analyst at Cairo’s 
Al-Ahram Center for Political 
and Strategic Studies. “Trad¬ 
itional allies like the Saudis 
are becoming more and more 
suspicious, and U.S. credibil¬ 
ity in the region is at stake.” 

Without naming the 
United States, the Kremlin 
criticized what it regards as 
U.S. interference in the inter¬ 
nal affairs of other countries. 
Russia’s ties with the U.S. 
have been badly strained by 
disputes ranging from Syria’s 
civil war, to missile defence 
plans in Europe, to Moscow’s 
human rights record.

Snow, ice all over. 

More than 750,000 
homes and businesses 
without power 


The latest storm to roll off na¬ 
ture’s assembly line this win¬ 
ter spread heavy snow and 
sleet along the U.S. Northeast 
corridor Thursday, while util¬ 
ity crews in the ice-encrusted 
South laboured to restore 
power to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of shivering residents. 

The sloppy weather shut¬ 
tered schools and businesses, 
grounded more than 6,000 
flights on Thursday alone and 
created more back-breaking 
work for people along the East 
Coast, where shovelling has be¬ 
come a weekly chore — some¬ 
times a twice-weekly one. 

“Snow has become a four- 
letter word,” said Tom McGar- 
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rigle, chairman of the Delaware 
County Council, in suburban 
Philadelphia, where snow 
fell above the 15-cm mark for 


the fourth time this season, 
a first in the city’s histoiy. 
Washington, D.C., had at least 
20 centimetres of snow, shut¬ 


ting down federal offices and 
the city’s two main airports. 
New York City took nearly 25 
centimetres. The Boston area 


was expecting 10 to 15, while 
Connecticut and Massachusetts 
were looking at 30 or more.

Then he jumps, parachut¬ 
ing safely into the valley 
below. 

Now, police have arrested 
a 23-year-old woman and are 


looking for the jumper, be¬ 
lieved to be a 25-year-old On¬ 
tario man living in Vancouver. 

RCMP Staff Sgt. Steve Le- 
Clair said police plan to rec¬ 
ommend charges of mischief 
over $5,000 against the man. 
The woman was arrested on 
Wednesday and may face 
charges of obstruction of jus¬ 
tice and mischief over $5,000.

ing and he has already had 
about 7,000 players come 
through since he opened in 
October.

Richard: Mark, I am not a cold- 
hearted man. I like love stor¬ 
ies as much as anyone and, as 
a fan of Say Anything, almost 
well up whenever I hear Peter 
Gabriel’s In Your Eyes. But the 
sledgehammer romance of 
Winter’s Tale left me feeling 
bruised rather than buoyed. 
The mix of metaphysical ro¬ 
mance, magic realism and 
demonic revenge is a strange 
stew that worked well in the 
book by Mark Helprin but 
seems to have lost something 
in the translation to the screen. 


I feel the sight of Colin Farrell 
flying above New York on a 
winged Pegasus is best left in 
the mind’s eye. 

Mark: Richard, sometime in 
the ’80s, I was dating a girl who 
gave me a copy of the book, 
which she said was the “great¬ 
est novel of all time.” I read 
about a third of it, tossed it 
on the floor, and subsequently 
broke up with her. So obviously 
the stoiy, with its magic/tragic, 
hocus/pocus view of romance 
isn’t for me. This is not a poor¬ 
ly made movie. It’s lovely to 
look at, has some fine acting, 
and has a lot of good dialogue 
mixed in with the bad. But Ri¬ 
chard, there’s a magic horse 
in it. That horse will separate 
those who will be enthralled 
by the film from those who 
think it’s embarrassing hooey. 
Guess which group I fall into? 


RC: I’m with you on the Pega¬ 
sus and it’s a credit to the 
charm of Colin Farrell and Find¬ 
lay that the romantic side of 
the tale comes alive at all. The 
first meeting between Peter 
and Beverly, over a cup of tea, 
is simple, effective and bristles 
with starry-eyed tension. More 
of that and less of the magic 
horse and I might have bought 
into the stoiy. As it was I felt 
like I was strapped to a chair 
and force-fed all the Valentine’s 
Day episodes of Touched by an 
Angel. What did you make of 
Russell Crowe? He seemed like 
he was having fun with his de¬ 
monic gangster routine, but did 
it work for this movie? 

MB: Yes, Crowe is one of 
the things in the movie that 
worked for me. It was the cast¬ 
ing of his boss that was ridicu¬ 
lous, a preposterous cameo 


that threw off the already pre¬ 
carious balance of the film. 
When he came onscreen, there 
was no turning back from its 
silliness. But even if I accept 
the movie on its own ridicu¬ 
lous terms, it still has a major 
problem. It’s like a two act play, 
but the two halves don’t cleave 
together. The second act, which 
happens in present day New 
York, feels rushed and arbitraiy. 
At least the first act takes some 
time building characters and 
mood. What did you think of 
the female lead, Jessica Brown 
Finlay? 

RC: She’s beautiful, a little frail 
and doesn’t get buried by the 
schmaltz. I thought she was 
nicely cast. 

MB: As was William Hurt. Al¬ 
ways nice to see him working 
again.

Old Together ( 1972 )

something filmmaker (Jean 
Yanne) and his much younger 
girlfriend (Marlene Jobert, Eva 
Green’s mom).

Crippled after his 
relationship with free-spir- 
it alkie Kate Winslet ends 
horribly, he finds that his 
solution only makes him 
long for the good times be¬ 
ing zapped from his brain 
along with the bad. As 
Woody Allen concluded in 
Annie Hall, we repeatedly 
put ourselves through the 
often atrocious and upset¬ 
ting process of dating be¬ 
cause “we need the eggs.” If 
only we didn’t.

Valentine’s 




House of Cards is 
back. Kevin Spacey 
returns as a depraved 
soon-to-be VP 


“Did you think I’d forgotten 
you?” asks Francis Underwood, 
addressing us viewers near 
the end of the second-season 
House of Cards debut. Then he 
roguishly adds, “Perhaps you 
hoped I had.” 

As if! 

Portrayed by series star 
Kevin Spacey, Underwood, 
the soon-to-be-swom-in vice- 
president, has a delicious way 
of conspiring with the audi¬ 
ence in his Beltway depravity: A 
sly aside, a knowing roll of his 
eyes, a caustic pronouncement 
shared only with us. 

Though many of the first- 
season batch of episodes are 
sparked with Underwood’s in- 
our-face declarations, he keeps 
his own counsel until late in 
this second-season kickoff. 

“There is but one rule,” he 
reminds us in its final moments 
— “hunt or be hunted.” 

Happily for us, another 12 
new episodes keep Underwood 
on the hunt as Netflix releases 
the full second season on its 
website Friday. 

Set in Washington in the 
current day, House of Cards is a 
loose reinvention of the 1990s 
British political thriller of the 
same name. 

It premiered a year ago and 
instantly established Netflix as 
a bold new contender in the 
world of original video, steal¬ 
ing thunder from such august 
cable networks as HBO and 
AMC while landing the first 
major Emmy nominations for a 
streaming video series. 

In short, this Cards game

was a game changer, forcing 
viewers (and the industry) to 
think outside the box: The box 
known as TV. 

Now Underwood, formerly a 
ranking U.S. congressman, has 
plotted his way into the vice 
presidency. But there’s no hint 
he’s satisfied with that lofty 
perch, if the first four hours 
made available for preview are 
any indication. Even as he faces 
growing threats that could lead 
to his downfall, he’s driven to 
climb higher, whatever it takes. 

“That’s the interesting thing 
about Francis: He has no al¬ 
legiance, not even to a party,” 
says Spacey with an admiring 
laugh. 

Actually, Underwood does 
seem to have a precious pair 
of allegiances: To his own ac¬ 
cumulation of power and to his 
wife, Claire, his loyal partner-in- 
crime, played by Robin Wright. 

Last season, Underwood 
memorably stated that he loves 
his wife “more than a shark 
loves blood.” As he navigates 
the political world, and taps 
into the underworld, his collu¬ 
sion with Claire is one of the 
series’ most fascinating ele¬ 
ments. 

“There is so much I don’t 
know about Francis, so much 
that I’m learning,” says Spacey, 
clearly pleased to be granted 
even more time to explore him: 
Netflix recently announced 
plans for a third season. 

“I’ve always thought that 
the profession closest to that of 
an actor is being a detective,” 
he goes on. “We are given clues 
by writers, sometimes clues 
they’re aware of and some¬ 
times not. Then you lay them 
all out and try to make them 
come alive as a character who’s 
complex and surprising, maybe 
even to yourself.”

Star 
Wars: The Clone Wars 
final season set to 
air on Netflix after 
network cancellation 


Netflix’s Internet video ser¬ 
vice is coming to the res¬ 
cue of Star Wars fans left in 
limbo by the abrupt cancel¬ 
lation of The Clone Wars, an 
animated television series 
that embellishes the lore of 
the Jedi Order and Sith Lords. 

The sixth and final sea¬ 
son of Star Wars: The Clone 
Wars will be shown exclu¬ 
sively to Netflix subscribers 
in the U.S. and Canada be¬ 
ginning March 7 as part of 
a licensing deal announced 
Thursday. 

The Los Gatos, Calif., 
company has already 


pledged to spend about $3 
billion this year on licens¬ 
ing video as it tries to ex¬ 
pand its audience of 48 mil¬ 
lion worldwide subscribers. 

A significant chunk of 
that money is being ear¬ 
marked for video that can 
only be seen on Netflix. 
One of the company’s most 
popular exclusives, the Em- 
my-award winning political 
drama House of Cards, re¬ 
turns for its second season 
on Friday. 

The resurrection of The 
Clone Wars will finish the 
story that was still un¬ 
resolved when Time Warner 
Inc.’s Cartoon Network can¬ 
celled the series following 
the fifth season. Cartoon 
Network dropped the ser¬ 
ies after Time Warner rival 
Walt Disney Co. bought the 
Star Wars franchise as part 
of its 2012 acquisition of Lu- 
casfilm. 

Besides showing all 13 


episodes of the sixth season, 
Netflix’s video-streaming 
service gained the exclusive 
rights to the director’s cut 
of previous seasons of The 
Clone Wars. 

Netflix is emerging as a 
popular alternative for TV 
series cancelled by broad¬ 
cast and cable networks. 
The company revived the 
critically acclaimed comedy 
Arrested Development last 
year and plans to bring back 
the mystery The Killing.

Men’s hockey, Canucks

Several minutes after Norway 
took the ice for its pre-game 
warm-up on Thursday, pucks 
still hadn’t arrived. Players 
skated or just stood around 
waiting. 

It turned out to be a preview 
of the second period, when 
Team Canada found its groove 
after a slow start and simply 
dominated the Norwegians on 
its way to a 3-1 victoiy in its 
opening game of the Olympic 
men’s hockey tournament. 

It was a stark contrast from 
Canada’s scoreless, sluggish 
first period, which players at¬ 
tributed to nerves more than 
any technical adjustments. 

Mentally, though, it was 
like a switch got flipped. 

“You’re playing your first 
game and eveiyone’s prob¬ 
ably thinking about where 
they need to be and systems 
— probably a thousand things 
going through their minds,” 
captain Sidney Crosby said. “I 
think just once we settled in 
and realized how we play and 
how we need to play, we start¬ 
ed to get some good results.” 

Canada, which got goals 
from Shea Weber and Jamie 
Benn during the second and 
one from Drew Doughty later 
to provide insurance, was 
tenuous at best and sloppy at 
worst early on. Being unsure of 
the big ice, of new teammates, 
of unfamiliar opponents, led 
to pucks hopping over sticks

and players going offside at in¬ 
opportune times. 

Getting quality shots wasn’t 
possible because the puck

Three-time world

As the most dominant skater 
on the planet for the past 
three years, Patrick Chan has 
been peering over his shoul¬ 
der, skating with a target on 
his back that had grown in¬ 
creasingly heavy. 

Canada’s three-time world 
champion goes into Friday’s 
long program at the Sochi 
Olympics in second place, 
looking at someone else’s 
back for a change — and it’s 
a position the Toronto skater 
doesn’t mind at all. 

“I like being in second, I 
like being in the chase. It’s 
exciting,” Chan said afterward 
— sounding more relaxed

post-competition than he has 
in a while. 

Yuzuru Hanyu — a 19-year- 
old Japanese phenom who 
lives and trains in Toronto — 
won the short program with 
a whopping world-record 
101.45 points, making him 
the first man in histoiy to 
break the 100-point barrier. 

The 23-year-old Chan, 
who’s gunning for Canada’s 
first-ever Olympic gold in 
men’s singles, scored 97.52, 
landing a beautiful quadruple 
toe loop-triple toe loop com¬ 
bination to open the program. 
But he slightly over-rotated a 
triple Axel that was so big it 
got away from him. 

Chan is well ahead of 
third-place Javier Fernandez 
of Spain (86.98), setting up vir¬ 
tually a two-man race Friday 
for gold. 

It was a rough night for 
Canada’s other two skaters. 


Kevin Reynolds of Coquitlam, 
B.C., was 17th in the short pro¬ 
gram after falling twice. Liam 
Firus of North Vancouver, B.C., 
was 28th and didn’t qualify 
for the long program. 

Chan’s night, by compari¬ 
son, wasn’t nearly so dramat¬ 
ic. He felt relieved he didn’t 
fall on his triple Axel, saying 
he could tell when he looked 
on the replay that he “had way 
more height than normal.” 

But Chan’s performance 
was otherwise flawless. 

Chan has been No. 1 in 
the world since winning the 
2011 world championship in 
Moscow by a margin so wide 
it was like he was skating in 
a one-man field. But through 
two more world titles, the 
margin of victoiy had nar¬ 
rowed, and the pressure on 
the Canadian increased. 

And in December, the up¬ 
start Hanyu topped the Can¬ 
adian at the Grand Prix Final 
— Chan’s first loss against 
a full international field in 
three years. 

When asked if Hanyu will 
feel the weight of a target, 
Chan said: “Absolutely.”

Speedskating Veteran 
athlete entered Sochi 
without any medals 
from World Cup season 


Christine Nesbitt finished far 
off the Olympic podium Thurs¬ 
day in a race she once domin¬ 
ated. It was a disappointing 
chapter in a frustrating season 
for the Canadian speedslcater. 

The 26-year-old from Lon¬ 
don, Ont., finished ninth in the 
1,000 metres at Adler Arena 
after winning Olympic gold in 
the distance four years ago. 

The opposing skater in 
Nesbitt’s pairing, China’s 
Zhang Hong, won gold for 
her country’s first long-track 
medal. Zhang’s time of one 
minute 14.02 seconds was 
almost seven-tenths quicker 



than the field. 

Ireen Wust of the Nether¬ 
lands was .67 seconds back 
and teammate Margot Boer .87 
behind for silver and bronze re¬ 
spectively to bring the number 
of Dutch speedskating medals 


to a dozen. 

It was more hope than ex¬ 
pectation Nesbitt would stand 
on the podium again in Sochi, 
because she hadn’t won a med¬ 
al this World Cup season. 

“It’s been such a crappy sea¬ 
son, excuse my language, and 
eveiy time I feel like I’m getting 
better something’s happened 
or I haven’t quite figured some¬ 
thing out,” Nesbitt said. 

Post-2010, Nesbitt earned 
multiple World Cup titles and 
set a world record of 1:12.68 in 
Januaiy, 2012. 

So when she opened her sea¬ 
son at home in November more 
than two seconds off that time, 
Nesbitt looked bewildered. 

“I don’t really want to talk 
about it,” Nesbitt said after the 
1,000 metre. “I still have the 
1,500 in a few days and the 
team pursuit coming up.”

Derek Jeter pulled into the 
parking lot of the New York
